HEAT IS KILLING 


One hundred in the shade is nor- 
mal in Abyssinia the year around. 
In summer the heat is infernal. 1 
will give you one example: In the 
Red Sea, European crews in the 
stokeholes of vessels are replaced 
by blacks for the whole passage 
from Suez to Bab-el-Mandeb and 
vice versa. White men_ cannot 
stand the heat. Passengers sleep on 
deck. You simply cannot breathe 
in the cabins. There is no air. 

But then again the Red Sea is a 
breeze-fanned paracise compared 
to Addis Ababa. In Addis Ababa 
a white man ‘sweats so profusely 
that he cannot use a towel for fear 
of injuring his skin which has been 
rendered ultra-sensitive by the in- 
tense heat. 

I know something rbout. it, hav- 
ing spent eleven days in that place 
| but recently when it was winter 
| time. I am in perfectly good health 
but my skin became covered with 
blotches which presently inflamed. 
Even in the night when it is cool- 
est, the perspiration streamed off 
my forehead and ran into my eyes. 

Without making the slightest 
movement you bathe in your own 
perspiration in Abyssinia. Even so, 
I was in a comfortable European 
hotel, with fans going night and 
day and cool drinks and a bath- 
room. 

It is a different proposition out 
in the open, in the fields, in the 
blistering deserts through which 
the Italian troops would have “to 
advance in the event of war. 


ARE GOOD FIGHTERS 


It is no secret that Britain had 
to exert all her strength to con- 
quer the Boers. Yet at the height 
of that war the Transvaal Republic 
and the Orange Free State had but 
50,000 men in the field. These un- 
trained farmers (Boers is the Dutch 
word for farmers) inflicted serious 
defeats upon Britain's crack regi- 
ments at the Tugela, at Modder- 
fontein and elsewhere before they 
were brought to their knees. 

Now, Abyssinia can put two mil- 
lion warriors in the field and Italy 
is not Britain. Britain could fight 
indefinitely. Italy cannot fight for 
jong without supplies of raw ma- 
terial from abroad, that is raw _ma- 
terials precisely from Great Britain. 
These raw materials, it is not too 
much to predict, will not be forth- 
coming if Italy should go to war 
against the express prohibition of 
the great powers represented in 
the League of Nations. 

Leaving aside for the moment 
Britain's real motives for opposing 
an Italian conquest of Abyssinia, it 
stends to reason that if Italy goes 
ahead just the same, Great Britain 
will certainly not lift a finger in 
aid of Mussolini. To the contrary. 
In that event Italy is without ques- 
tion to be subjected to a certain 
pressure, if only in the economic 
field, on the part of Britain.

They looked out into their gar- 
den. The city that had spread be- | 
fore them when they went to bed 
was gone—wiped completely and 
entirely off the map. They say 
now it will never be built again.

By this time, however, Dawson | 
was busy at headquarters. The city 
had no lights, no shops, no water 
or food. It had no government. It 
had no law. It did have more dead 
people than anyone will ever 
know.

GOVERNMENT OUTLAY 
TO BE INCREASED 

What will make a difference will 
be government spending.

While the Mounted Police at Regina were 
arresting men because they belonged to an 
organization said to be affiliated with the Com- 
munist party and getting ready to prosecute 
them “as such,” Hon. J. Russell Love was ap- 
pearing on the platform with Mr. Jan Lakeman, 
Communist candidate in Edmonton, in an at- 
tempt to persuade Communist voters they could 
further their-aims and ideals by voting for 
U.F.A. candidates. 


Forbid any suggestion that the Provincial 
Treasurer should be put in durance vile for 
consorting with the “unlawful party,” or that 
Mr. Lakeman should be leexed up for avowing 
his principles. But there does seem to be a 
lack of consistency in leaving these gentlemen 
at liberty while men at Regina are arrested on 
suspicion of sharing the Communistic purposes 
Mr. Lakeman avows and Mr. Love condones. 
If these gentlemen are entitled to run for 
the legislature on the Communist platform—and 
Mr. Love can't get Communist support on 
any other platform—the marchers who were 
arrested merely on allegation that they have 
these purposes in mind, should surely bet set 
at liberty—with apologies for wrongful arrest. 
Ottawa cannot with any show of fairness 
make “fish” of Mr. Evans and Mr. Cosgrave and 
“fowl” of Mr. Lakeman and Mr. Love. 


AFTER THE “MARCH” 


Recent events do not seem to have convinced 
young Canadians that twenty cents a day plus 
board is a satisfactory rate of remuneration. 
They persist in thinking their time is worth 
more than that, which is entirely to their credit. 
While the marchers who were turned back 
at Regina are drifting again into the British 
Columbia relief camps, other marches are pre- 
dicted daily, from Winnipeg, Montreal, Toronto 
and other points, al] headed for Ottawa and all 
with the objective of getting jobs at real wage 
rates. 

A thousand men engaged at the twenty cent | 
rate in building an arsenal at Valcartier are on 
strike for more money, and a hundred men em- 
ployed at the same rate in building a rifle range | 
at Rockcliffe, just outside Ottawa, went out 
Monday on the same demand. 


Up to Monday evening none of the marchers 
who had been returned to Calgary had gone 
out to camps in this province, and the returned | 
marchers at Edmonton were being threatened 
with being cut off relief if they did not go back 
to the camps forthwith. 

Whatever is to be said for the methods em- 
ployed in dealing with the marchers, and with 
similar protests on the part of camp men else- | 
where, it cannot be said that these have met 
with any success. These methods have not 
convinced the men in the camps that they are 
not worth any more than they are getting, nor 
that the country cannot find use for their energy 
at reasonable wage rates, nor that Sir George 
Perley was right when he said the country could 
not find the money to pay real wages for real 
work. 

Nor has anybody else been convinced on any 
of these points. Twenty cents a day plus board 
is no solution for unemployment. That fact is 
proclaimed in the news columns of any news- 
paper every day. Men only accept this miser- 
able pittance, and thousands of them are accept- 
ing it, under pressure of imminent hunger. That 
is how far Canada has got in five years on the 
undertaking to “end unemployment.” 


REDISTRIBUTION OF LOSSES

and hindrances by which international trade 
was blocked and hampered during his term of 
office as Minister of trade and commerce.

Senator Arthur Meighen decided last week to 
out-face Premier Bennett and induce a Con- 
servative Senate to refuse to pass Premier 
Bennett's Radio Act?

If you want to read it in all its 
original and pristine splendor, you'll find it in 
the issue dated Sunday, June 16, 1935. 

Captioned “Guiding Star of Mother-Love,” 
the interview reveals our gifted Premier as he 
sees himself—as an example for others. He 
tells of his early ambitions, of how “politics was 
in my blood,” of how he left his native province 
with empty pockets, his main assets Ambition 
and Hope, and of his career of unexampled 
success, during which “I have never broken my 
schoolboy promise never to smoke or drink, or 
miss a Sunday at church.”

“My pockets were empty. But I had a 
fair grasp of the situation facing my coun- 
try, and a year later I was elected to 
the Legislature of the North-West Terri- 
tories.

I have beén proud to serve it in 
every way I could; as Privy Councillor;

Backache Common ~~ eon’ — By George Clark

Backaches are a common symptom because 
they may be due to so many causes. For ex- 
ample, a few of the disorders which may pro- 
duce backache are as follows: lumbago (rheum- 
atism of the lower back); sciatica; bladder 


trouble; kidney stones; disorders of women; 
foot defects; arthritis of the 
spine; prolapsus or fallen 
organs; any type of strain or 
sprain which injures the 
back muscles or ligaments; 
sacro-iliac displacements; or 
a condition referred to by the 
patient as “weak back.” In 
this last complaint, any 
great amount of stooping, 
standing or heavy lifting is 
followed by a dull, dragging 
%. McCoy ache through the lower back. 
Poor posture, where the patient stands or sits 
incorrectly, and ajso colitis are other Lu 
causés of backache. Occasionally, backache is 

due to the fact that one of the small bones of 
the spine has slipped out of its proper place. 

One of the reasons that backache is so dis- 
tressing is that any movement of the body is 
likely to send a twinge of pain through the 
affected area. On this account, a patient with 
a sore back will usually keep as quiet as possible. 
The painful sensation seen in backache varies 
in different patients and one will describe a 
sharp, shooting or boring pain while another 
will describe a dull, dragging ache. 

One kind of backache which is increasing at 
the present time is sacro-iliac strain. This type 
of lower back pain is caused by a slipping out 
of place of some of the bones of the sacro-iliac 
region. Sacro-iliac displacement frequently 
begins after a fall, or a sudden twisting or 
wrenching of the body. There is no doubt that 
a simple slipping out of place of some of the 
bones in the sacro-iliac region may become a 
severe condition in those with a tendency to 
rheumatism or arthritis. The main symptom is 
pain whith is often severe and which seems to 
arise in the lower part of the back where the 
joint between the spine and the hip bone is 
located.

The treatment I advise is a manipulative 
treatment as given by a doctor who under- 
stands how to put the bones back into proper 
relationship. Incidentally, the first successful 
treatment for relieving a dislocation of this 
type was discovered by osteopaths. In the aver- 
age case, only one treatment is needed, but if 
the patient has been suffering for any length 
of time, several treatments may be required. 


In order to give the affected parts rest, it is 
sometimes advisable to have the doctor strap 
up the affected area with adhesive tape. The 
use of a heet treatment is also suggested and 
you may use the deep-therapy lamp, the electric 
pad, the diathermy, or the hot water bottle, or 
any similar treatment which will afford tem- 
porary relief. 


I also advise the short fasting regimen in the 
treatment of any kind of backache which will 
assist in removing any rheumatic poisons which 
may have settied around the injured area. The 
fasting regimen is the best method I have found 
to assist in relieving any inflammation which 
may be present and recovery is much more rapid 
in every case where the fast is used. 

Exercise should be avoided as long as any 
acute inflammation is present. However, a 
permanent cure often depends upon employing 
sufficient exercise to strengthen the supporting 
muscles of the spine so that the back is main- 
tained in-a proper position.

On this date in 1684, Joseph An- 
toine Lefebvre de la Barre, gov- 
ernor of Canada, left Quebec with 
200 men to attack the Iroquois in 
the upper country. 

After a stay at Montreal he 
embarked his little army at La- 
chine, crossed Lake St. Louis and 
began the ascent of the upper St. 

The obstacles were 
great; the rapids had to be over- 
come, h's soldiers were unused to 
American campaigning, and, to 
add to their misery, they ran 
into a plague of mosquitoes, 
which nearly drove the French- 
men insane. Travelling in the 
heat of the day was fearsome, but 
it was better than the plague of 
the insects at néght. and so it was 
that when the canoes, having 
threaded the mazes of the Thous- 
and Islands, came to Cataraqui 
and rested under the palisades of

With the Edmonton-Peace River 
highway impassable due to flood 
Conditions in the Lesser Slave Lake 
@rea, Edson Board of Trade has re- 
commenced its campaign to obtain

Prairie, according to John Blue, 
secretary of the Edmonton Cham- 
ber of Commerce. 

Following up their campaign the 
Edson board has revived its former 
Tesolution which read: 

“Whereas the trail from Edson 
to Grande Prairie was completed at 
considerable cost after it had been 
commenced by means of subscrip- 
tions from Edson citizens and as it 
has served the purpose of immigra- 
tion into Grande Prairie and’ has 
been used by the greater part of 
the settlers who have made the dis- 
trict their home; 

“And whereas for a périod it was 
the mail route between the railway 
at Edson and the settlers in Grande| ne 
Prairie along which a wagon load 
@f mail was conveyéd on a bi- 
weekly service and a truck was 
@ble to travel over the entire ruote; 

“And whereas while the route has 
been ‘abandoned for mail purposes 
and the traffic along the trail has 
been small for some - past; the 
light traffic has left the trail in bet. 
ter condition in many places than 
when it was in regular use, and it 
is now for the most part in passable 
condition except as to — ferries, 
bridges and culverts; J 

“And whereas from the Grandé 
Prairie end there is a regular’ mail 
service along the trail by motor to 
Sturgeon. Lake, a distance of 75 
miles, whilst south of Stufgeon 
Lake there is a passable road for 
motors for a distance of 20 to 30 
miles; 

“And whereas from Edson to the 
Athabasca River there is a fre- 
quently travelled trail of which 20 
to 30 miles is good road;

SPIRITED DISCUSSION 


After decision to place the mat- 
ter before the committee of the 
whole board had been. made, a 
spirited discussion ensued over sal- 
sries to be paid new appointments 
to the staff. 

Trustee F. C. Casselman held the 
view that these teachers should be 
hired at the rates proposed in the 
revised schedule. 

He declared the financial plight 
of the city demanded that a drastic 
paring of expenditure must be made 
at once. If the board later decided 
to retain present salaries the new 
teachers could be paid what the 
schedule called for. 

Trustee Dr. Frank Crang urged 
that cuts in debentures and bonds 
should be made before there was a 
further reduction in salaries. He 
quoted an article from a Windsor 

newspaper in support of his conten- 
tion that it is possible to cut bond 
tates. Holders of municipal deben- 
tures, the article stated, were hold- 
ing meetings for the purpose of see- 
ing what reductions might be made 
to the near bankrupt municipality 


SPENDING POWER TOO LOW | 
“We cut, cut, cut salaries until 
our spending power is away too 
low at present. That's not the way 
to-cure the evil,” he declared. 

Trustee S. A. G. Barnes was in- 
clined to a similar view. He felt 
that cuts should be made “where it) 
hurts least” and not where it “hurts 
the most.” 

Teachers should be on the same 
basis as all civic and government 
employes, chairman Dr. Walter 
Morrtish said. If this had been the 
case here the board would have 
saved an additional $48,000 this year, 
he declared. Dr. Morrish explained 
he did not favor the. principle of 
salary reductions but civil servents 
were reduced with the understand- 
ing the cuts would be _ restored 
when better times returned, thus 
eliminating the difficulties in con- 
nection with setting up new salary 
schedules.

Mr. Casselman stressed the fact 
there were many teachers without 
employment who would be “tickled 
to bits” to teach here under the pro- 
posed new schedule. He said he 
had personally interviewed about 
130 teachers and fully 120 of these 
were anxious to get the work.

Edmonton Leads 
In Unemployed 


Edmonton has the dubious dis- 
tinction of leading Alberta cities in 
the number of registered unem- 
ployed for the seven-day period 
ending July 6, according to sta- 
tistics issued by the Alberta Em- 
ployment Service. 

This city had 3,740 men and 376 
women without employment for 
the period covered, against 3,196 
men and 248 women in Calgary. 

Total registered unemployed of 
both sexes numbered 8,724. 


“Don't ask for an_ interpreter 
around here if you are a natural- 
ized British subject,” Magistrate 
Col. P. C. H. Primrose ruled in 
police court Wednesday when two 
women, who both stated they were 
naturalized, asked for interpreters 
and declared they could not testify 
in English. “They can't blow hot, 
and blow cold. They can't go be- 
fore a judge and swear they can 
talk English and then come here 
and ask for an interpreter.” 

When Mrs. M. Marchuk answered 
a charge of assault upon Marion 
Derkach, aged 11, being accused of 
striking the child with her fist, she 
said she was naturalized and had 
been in this country since 1931. She 
was refused the services of an in- 
terpreter. 

Mrs. Alice Derkach, mother of 
the child, stated she had.been in 
Canada for 12 years and was a 
British subject but. when she could 
not testify in English, she was dis- 
missed from the witness stand. 

Mrs. Doris Rizuk testified in Eng- 
lish that she had seen the accused 
strike the child. 

Mrs. Marchuk, called in her own 
defence by her counsel, N. Roman- 
iuk. gave only a series of smiling 
“no's” and shrugs to every question. 

“I'm going to find out about this 
naturalization business,” thte magis- 
trate said. “This case is adjourned 
to tomorrow morning and they will 
have to bring their papers so that 
I can see them.” The witness had 
said her husband took out the 
papers for her. 

The interpreter was used to ques- 
tion them on their citizenship.
